Some  Reflections. 

Iu  spite  of  some  personal  dissatis¬ 
faction  with  tlie'  candidates,  in  spite 
of  Mr.  Ahlborn's  beer  keg  openly  on 
tap,  in  spite  of  t^ie  opposition  of  the 
low  grog  shop  and  the  rUm  soaked,  in 
spite  Of  the  malice  and  halt  red  and.  low 
political  methods  qf  some  of  tlie  polit¬ 
ical  Prohibitionists,  iu  spite  of  the  at 
tempt  to  befool  the  Republican  Labor 
vote,  the  Republicans  of  Bloomfield 
have  fought  a  hard  fight  and  reaped 
a  brilliant  victory. 

Republican  voters  of  all  shades  up¬ 
on  -sober  thought  decided  that  their 
lenders  were  iu  the  main  in  the  right, 
and  that  amid  tlie  clash  and  confusion 
of  recent  opinion',  tfie  safety  of  the 
State^av  in  the  braikis  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  party.  There  were  differences 
of  belief  that  had  to  be  temjiered, 
there  were  personal  |  preferences  that 
hail  to  be  given  up,  tlie  re  were  private 
policies  that  lnfd  to  yield  to  the  gener¬ 
al  view,  but  every  sacrifice  that  the  oc¬ 
casion  ilemandeil  was  cheerfully  made, 
and  there  was  not  a  single  skulker  to 
be  found  in  the  ranks. 

The  manly  wav  in  which  some  of 
our  leaders  put  aside  all  thought  of  old 
blows  and  worked  gopd  natureilly  with 
those  w  ho  had  dealt  them,  w  as  worthy 
of  all  praise  ;  and  bekt  of  all,  the  safne 
spirit'  |>ervaded  all  sections.  This 
promises  that  in  the^oming  fight,  the 
members  of  the  party  will  stand  to¬ 
gether,  anil  the  nominee  fairly  chosen 
in  tlie  primary  will  lie  loyally  sup}Hirt- 
ed  at  the  polls.  shall  settle  all 

little  family  differences  ourselves  here¬ 
after,  and  not  call  iu  sotne  Democrat 
or  Prohibition  monkey  to  eat  uj>  our 
cheese. 

Mneh  of  the  very  gratifying  res  Alt 
in  Bloomfield  is  due  to  the  vigilance 
and  activity  of  our  campaign  executive 
committee.

American  journal  without  beidg  struck 
by  the  preeminence  given  iu  it  to  chatter 
and  gossip,  “  tJ  talk  of  the  stjreet,”  to 
current  snap  interviews  and  to  sim- 
ilar  bits  qf  froth  and  folly.  So  long  as 
these  arts  harmless,  and  only  touch 
tlie  foibles,  the  vanities  and  thy  “  fads” 
of  our  fellow  mei  and  woineiij,  we  idl 
enjoy  them.  It  is  different  wllien  dis- 
lionest  means  aye  useil  to  get  them 
and  when  they  iare  cast  forth  to  the 
world  to  the  anriovance  and  disgust  <  »f 
their  victims. 

Besides,  theile  is  an  iufinjite  mis¬ 
chief  in  this  sort  of  space-filling,  alto¬ 
gether  apart  fijun  its  empty  pomp 
mid  sounding  nothingness.  jNo  plan 
is  more  often  employed  to  fioait  unwor¬ 
thy  schei nes  or  to  advertise  claj)  trap  of 
all  sorts.  W’e  ayk  ourselves  h<;»w  much 
the  interviewer  pockets  from  the  inter 
viewed  as  w  ell  as  from  his  reg  liar  pro 
fession.  “  Black  mail’’  may 
be  the  name  for  it — hut  who  i 
that  Mr.  Hawthorne  entered  and  left 
Mr.  Lowell’s  home  on  the  footing  of 
personal  friendship  and  by  this  fact 
alone  was  able  to  get  the  information 
which  he  converted  into  so  iquch  sor 
did  bread-and-butter  t  And 
doubt  that  Mr.  Lowell,  had  h< 
ed  the  trap,  .would  have  halted  the  al¬ 
leged  “  interviewer”  and  forced  a  prom¬ 
ise  from  him  to  respect  the  privacy  of 
a  conversation  wjliicli  was  never  intend 
ed  for  the  press!?
